FDR Acts to 
Put New Plan 
Into Effect 


Washington—tr;—Four men per- 


sonally selected by President Roo- 
sevelt as a defense "high command" 
shouldered the concentrated respon- 
sibility today of arming America. 


To the new organization—to be 


known as the office for production 
management for defense—the pres- 
ident late yesterday named William 
S. Knudsen and Sidney Hillman of 
the present 
defense commission. 


War Secretary Stimson and Navy 
Secretary Knox. Knudsen will be 
director. 


Although the present defense ad- 


visory commission will be retain- 
ed, it was expected that the new 
board would take over most of its 
duties, leaving the seven defense 
commissioners 
to coordinate the 


civil life of the nation with the ac- 
tivities of the new board. 


Mr. Roosevelt's decision to create 


the new office, under authority of 
the 1939 government reorganization 
act, followed 
widely-voiced 
de- 


mands for a greater centralization 
of authority in defense matters. 


Functions By Jan. 1 


Prospects were that the new set- 


up would be functioning by Jan. 1. 
The president said 
that about 10 


days would be required to perfect 
executive orders necessary for its 
establishment.

State Is Making More Use of 
Vast Water Power Resources 


Post-Crescent Madison Burau 
Matitttt—The wide and increas- 


ing utilization of the state's vast 
water power resources is ducloced 
in a report of the state public ser- 
vice commission thtat there are 
now more than 1,000 dams under 
its jurisdiction. 


During the last 2-year period, the 


report announced, permits have 
been granted for the construction 
of 37 additional dams, while plans 
have been passed upon for 87 hy- 
draulic structures. 
The 37 dams 


were almost all publicly-sponsored 
WPA projects, and represent an 
investment of more than $1.500,000. 


The largest hydro-electric de- 


velopment started during the last 
two years in Wisconsin, according 
to the commission, is the new dam 
across the Fox river at Kaukauna. 
Part of the Kaukauna 
Municipal 


utility expansion program, the cost 
of the project exceeds $400.000, it 
was noted. 


"Continuation of interest in wa- 


ter conservation projects and the 
availability of federal funds for the 
'construction of dams, reservoirs 
and water diversion have caused 
many projects to be undertaken 
and completed," the commission 
observed. 


Build 235 Dams 


It was pointed out that the state 


water regulatory board has devoted 
almost all of its attention and funds 
during recent years to nine coun- 
ties, in central Wisconsin where 235 
water conservation dams have been 
constructed. 


The commission also comment- 


ed that a current case before the 
United States supreme court, con- 
cerning the jurisdiction of the fed- 
eral government in the regulation 
of a river in Virginia will have a 
significant 
effect on the 
future 


regulation of the 
Wisconsin and 


other rivers in Wisconsin. 


In a case now pending before the 


federal power commission involv- 
ing the reconstruction of the Toma- 
hawk dam in the Wisconsin River, 
federal lawyers argued that the 
Wisconsin river at Tomahawk is a 
navigable stream of the 
United 


States and subject to federal con- 
trol. The state government denies 
the contention. 


Because the West Virginia case, 


involving the control and regula- 
tion of the New River, is almost 
identical, the commission feels that 
its disposition will decide whether 
the federal government 
will as- 


sume jurisdiction over 
the

The Committee to Defend America by 


Aiding the Allies is a potent organiza- 
tion, splendidly financed and led. Its 
chairman is William Alien White. Kansas 
editor of parts, and its more influential 
patron is the President himself who gave 
blanket approval to the committee when 
its purposes were originally announced. 


But in the early part of this month 


Mr. White delivered an address before 
a gathering of publicists in New York and, 
probably unbeknown to the speaker, a 
reporter from the New York Times was 
present and wrote up what was said. 


We think the people of the country 


should know how well, how cutely in fact, 
was handled the illegal transfer by Mr. 
Roosevelt of the 50 destroyers to England.

"Our first job was to send the de- 


stroyers to England.

Taking that number as the goal 50 was 
pure hunch but I want to say that we 
have never had 
an 
objective that 


wasn't approved in advance by the 
general staffs of the U. S. army and 
navy so that if anyone accuses us of 
trying to strip this country's defenses 
he is just saying the general staffs are 
just as unpatriotic as we are. 


"We organized 700 branch chapters 


through the country and asked them to 
get leading middle class people, doc- 
tors, lawyers, merchants, etc.. the 
kind of people congress pays attention 
to—to write letters to the White House 
and their representatives in congress. 


"We put General Pershing on the air 


but the really smart trick we pulled 
was that after Lindbergh 
made his 


speech we put his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Dwight W. Morrow, on the air, and 
was that a face card? It was! 


"She said: Telegraph the White 


House and your congressmen* and the 
next day, as the Western Union and 
Postal told us, 15,000 telegrams came 
tumbling down on Washington, say- 
ing, 'Give the destroyers to Great Brit- 
ain.* 


"They never knew what hit them." 


It is to be observed that Mr. White 


and his committee did nothing unlawful. 
They only followed the usual routine that 
prevails in such matters. But they 
wouldn't think of having General Persh- 
ing or Mrs. Morrow introduced with the 
statement that they were secured by the 
committee, and that the whole present- 
ment to the public was prepared with the 
precision that a-sculptor molds his clay 
effigy.

It now appears that the king, instead' 


of surrendering in precipitate haste and 
without warning to the Allies, had re- 
peatedly told them of his approaching ca- 
pitulation. It likewise appears that in the 
two days before the surrender the Bel- 
gians had suffered 40,000 casualties among 
the soldiers, to say nothing of what had 
happened on roads of horror with crowds 
of pitiful refugees. 


Leopold signed no armistice. He dis- 


dained a written surrender. He simply 
quit fighting when he determined that 
further resistance amounted to a shameful 
and hopeless sacrifice of his people. 


Of course, the leading Belgians who 


denounced their king last spring didn't 
know all these facts. But Paris and Lon- 
don knew some of them very well and 
didn't state them truthfully either. All 
realize too that the several vital bridges 
that fell into the German hands when 
they should have fallen into the river con- 
stituted a sinister indictment against some 
responsible Belgians 'and an unusually 
cunning maneuver by the German com- 
mand. 


Neither Paris nor London was just 


with Leopold. 
Each was in such bad 


shape itself it was willing to blame the 
forlorn and captured king for its own 
failure to give prompt and promised as- 
sistance. 


On the other hand Leopold, trying 


desperately to save his country from it's 
plight during the Great War, made an 
error quite common to optimistic youth. 
He trusted somewhat in Hitler's promise 
not to invade his land and, until too late, 
disassociated himself from the French and 
English in the effort to be perfectly neu- 
tral on a continent where neutrality is a 
fantasy.

WathiBfton—Mufti tribute has Been paid to 


the gallant Greek army and Royal Air Force 
for winning one of this war's most crucial bat- 
tles, in that wildest and most remote corner of 
Europe—Albania. 


But little has been written about the Alban- 


ian peasants and mountaineers who have pro- 
vided the Greeks with the most amazing intel- 
ligence service of this war, so accurate that the 
Greeks have known down to the last detail just 
how many Italians were located behind each 
hill, where their guns were placed, and the 
exact nature of their fortifications. 


An army without eyes is helpless. And the 


Albanians, who have never forgotten the man- 
ner in which Mussolini drove their Queen and 
her day-old son out of the country two years 
ago, have contributed materially to the surpris- 
ing succession of Greek victories. 


Unquestionably the Albanian is the most gal- 


lant and fearless race in Europe. For years the 
crack personal regiments of the Sultan of Tur- 
key were recruited from Albania. And on oc- 
casion Albanian armies have penetrated as far 
as Egypt, and have even placed their soldiers 
on the Egyptian throne. 
UNIQUE ALBANIANS 


No one quite knows wheie the Albanians 


came from. Their language has no root or simi- 
larity with the Greek, Latin, or Slav languages 
which surround them, or with the Turkish 
which for a long time was the official language 
of Albania. 


As far as historians can make out, the Alban- 


ians are an ancient and absolutely separate race 
which got shunted off behind the Albanian 
Alps, where for centuries they have lived dis- 
tinct from their neighbors. Some historians go 
so far as to claim that there is a language simi- 
larity between Albanian and the American In- 
dian, while others think the Albanians may be 
the lost tribe of Israel. 


It remains a fact that the Albanian, faced 


with the problem of gleaning a living from the 
wildest mountains of Europe, has lived more 
by his rifle than his plow, and in ancient times 
comprised the backbone of the Sultan's janis- 
saries. 


However, modern warfare, the machine gun 


and the airplane have kept the Albanian strict- 
ly to his mountains. In the reshuffling of bound- 
aries which followed the last war, the aggres- 
sive young government of Yugoslavia, a favor- 
ite of Woodrow Wilson, was able to carve out 
a sizeable chunk of Albania for itself. 


It was in this borderland area of Serbian-Al- 


bania that one of the Merry-Go-Rounders first 
learned to respect the Albanian fighting prow- 
ess. The Yugoslav government had taken over 
this region in name, but actually had no more 
control over it than Japan has over inland 
China. Serbian officials living in these border 
towns sat at night with their shades down, fear- 
ing Albanian attack. 
ALBANIAN BORDER RAIDS 


Once a month it became the problem of the 


Yugoslav government to pay its officials along 
the border, and once a month also it was the de- 
light of the Albanians to lie in wait for the 
horse-drawn kola which carried the cash. And 
once when Serbian employes remained unpaid 
for weeks, the government finally appealed to 
us of the Quaker Relief mission lo carry nine 
million paper dinars from the railhead to the 
Albanian mountains—a trip which in this case 
was entirely uneventful except that the box of 
dinars lay on the top of our truck in a pouring 
rain for three days and was almost ruined. 


In Albania, every man's home is his castle. 


Around the house is a stone wall with gun slits 
at the entrance and usually a barbed wire en- 
tanglement. The house is of stone, and the first 
floor has no windows. Gunshot might be pour- 
ed through them too easily. The second floor 
has gun-slits for windows, and only on the 
third floor are the windows at all adequate. 
Even these are heavily shuttered. 


Travel through Albania may be dangerous 


unless you first call upon the chieftain of the 
region through which you are traveling and get 
a guarantee of safety. If you are a friend of 
Albania this is willingly given, and once given 
it means that the chief swears to give up his 
own life if yours is taken. 


This pledge means much more than mere lip- 


service, and is accompanied by drawing blood 
in the wrist of each, and swearing "blood besa." 
Then presents are exchanged. Once Ihe writer 
got a beautiful Turkish ring in exchange for a 
pair of American made corduroy trousers. 
TRIBAL WARFARE 


When Albanians are not faced by a common 


enemy—the Italians or Yugoslavs—they are not 
averse to keeping in military trim by fighting 
among themselves. Once the writer picked up a 
young Albanian along the roadside, shot in 
three places. At our American hospital he had 
to have his leg amputated, but refused to take 
ether, and did not make a sound during the 
operation. 


Even the Albanian costume is designed for 


fighting.. It is pure white wool, with black 
stripes along the collar, sleeve and trouser leg, 
a camouflage which fits perfectly into the snow 
and underbrush of the Albanian mountains. 


Irony of the present situation is that although 


the Albanians hato the Italians, no great love 
is lost between the Greeks and Albanians 
either. Their present alliance is one of conveni- 
ence, and what every Albanian must fear is the 
probability that Greece, if finally victorious, 
will carve out a slice of Albania for herself. 


Sentiment between the Greeks and Alban- 


ians is similar to that between the Albanians 
and Serbs. When the writer finally took his de- 
parture from this part of the world, a farewell 
dinner was given by the Serbian army com- 
mander and the Albanian mayor, at which 
tribute was paid to the efforts of the Americans 
to bring peace and friendship to these rival 
peoples. Toward the end of the evening the 
Serbian commander and Nedjib Beg, the Al- 
banian mayor, had their arms about each oth- 
er's necks in tribute to their undying friendship. 


Next morning, as our party mounted its hors- 


es for the five-day ride across the mountains to 
the Adriatic, word came that someone had shot 
Nedjib Beg.

Apparently it is the president's idea tp retain the

The war industries board, without having been authorized by congress, 


exercised almost complete power by virtue of a delegation by President 
Wilson of his constitutional executive power. President Wilson made 
it known that Mr. Baruch had the full backing of the White House and 
that there was no appeal over his

by the army and navy, and it is 
still required by law that they make 
the contracts.

In the long run their labor 
may add to progress. '

Christmas gifts, I am pleased when 
they show they can be thoughtful 
toward others.

worker on his wa?e per hour can 
purchase approximately 7.5 pounds 
of bread: 1 6 pounds of butter: 2 1 
pounds of beef. 35 1 pounds of po- 
tatoes: 26 rounds of coffee. In Gn- 
many, an average worker's hourly 
wage buys only 2 ft pounds of bread; 
05 of a pound of butter: 09 of a 
pound of beef; 20 5 pounds of pota- 
toes: 0 3 of a pound of coffee. 


The American worker's 
wage 


buys 9-78 pounds of these five es- 
sential foodstuffs. 
The German 


worker can buy only 4.94 pounds. 
The bread, butter, beef, and coffee 
which Is used in Germany, we 
would not recognize. Potatoes are 
potatoes the world over; but in Ger- 
many sawdust is beinR mixed with 
flour: oleomargarine is a substi- 
tute for butter; horses, dogs. cats. 
and foxes arc legalized substitutes 
lor beef; and chicory is the name for 
coffee. 


Food Abundant Here 


Coffee is a drug on the United 


States market. Sugar, flour, rice, 
and vegetables are extremely cheap. 
There has been a rise in the cost of 
meat and some canned goods. But. 
the average price of foodstuffs is 
today below the 1935-39 average and 
vay' below 1929. Rents, clothing, 
furniture, and 
fuel are 
slightly 


higher than the 1935-39 average; but 
only moderately so. The retail price 
of gasoline, on the other hand, is 
at its lowest in years. We, here in 
America, with only 6 per cent of 
the world's population, own 72 per 
cent of the world's automobiles, 49 
per cent of its telephones, and 47 
per cent of its radios. In the owner- 
ship of furniture, jewels, rugs, and 
homes, we also outstrip all other na- 
tions. 


In any recent month, food prices 


may show a moderate rise of, say. 
1 per cent or less. When compared 
with the corresponding month of 
1939. there is either no change or 
prices are lower. Food costs remain 
slightly under 
the 
1939-40 peak 


reached during June and July. This 
is because the surpluses of wheat, 
corn, pork, lard, and other commod- 
ities are still extremely large. With 
our export trade declining, there is 
little chance of 
reducing 
these 


stocks. For a long time to come, un- 
less the war ends abruptly, we will 
have these foodstuffs to consume 
or to Rive away. 


No Rnn-Away Markets 


Inevitably rising living costs ac- 


company an increase in industrial 
production. The old law of supply 
and demand is still working. As the 
demand for housing facilities in- 
creases, so rents rise. With higher 
wages, people spend more for lux- 
ury goods. Even when raw materials 
for luxury goods are curtailed, lux- 
ury demand increases and prices of 
such goods necessarily rise. Facili- 
ties exist to curb rising prices ex- 
cept in instances where they are 
orderly. This is important from the 
administration's point of view in 
connection with the defense pro- 
gram. There must be no run-away 
markets in either raw materials or 
foodstuffs. 


Actual government ownership of 


certain commodities, as in the pres- 
ent case of cotton and wheat, can j 
be used to steady prices. Large | 
stocks of these and other commodi- ] 
ties will be thrown upon the mar- 
ket at the first signs of dangerous' 
inflation. Thus, attempts to raise! 
prices can be counteracted. Tn the 
raw materials picture, much can ' 
likewise be done. In World war ] . 
the war industries board success- j 
fully kept down the price of copper., 
This was accomplished through con- 
ferences with a group of large pro- 
ducers. In our present situation, if 
producers attempted to raise prices 
much over present figures, the cop- 
per tariff could also be taken off. 


Remember that government bonds 


have, to date, been purchased large- 
ly by banks and insurance compan- 
ies. A drive could be put on to force 
individuals to buy these securities. 
This would put money into the fed- 
eral till and kcrp it out of the gro- 
cery, department stores, and jewel- 
ry shops. Thus, an abnormal de- 
mand for necessity and luxury. I 
cannot close this week's column 
without wishing my readers and the 
publishers of this paper a Very Mer- 
iy Christmas. This is really no time 
for weighty discussions hither, ii 
is a time for shopping and a ti;:ir> 
;o get Ihe household ready for 
Christmas Day. It will, I hope, be 
a Happy Christmas for wage work- 
ers and employers, for parents and 
children. Surely, here in America, 
we have much for which to be 
thankful. I do not have to mention 
what Christmas day may bring to 
the people of many other lands. It 
is fitting that, in the midst of our 
own happiness and peace, we should 
offer a fervent prayer that they, 
too. may 
soon 
again

There are 402 "foster homes" in

pleton and vicinity. The Children's 
Aid society is licensed by the state 
of Wisconsin to supervise these 
homes. Before one is taken into the 
system, it is carefully inspected. 


Few Are Adopted 


Only a small proportion of the 


neglected children placed in foster 
homes is eligible for adoption. Of- 
ten one or both parents or a rela- 
tive are living. They are not able 
to care for the child, but are un- 
willing to give it up completely. 
Or the child may be taken under 
the care of the society before the 
adoptable age. While there arc hun- 
dreds of applications for the adop- 
tion of babies, older children are 
seldom sought. 


"There is a great need for more 


foster homes in Appleton," Miss 
Lucille Phillips, case worker in this 
district for the Children's Aid so- 
ciety, said today. "The number of 
.children who come to us, many of 
them needing foster hoi.:es, is grow- 
ing constantly." 


Often 
underfed 
and 
nervous, 


these children have a particular 
need for loving attention which 
only a father and mother can give. 


For a few dollars a week, the 


youngsters are bather, fed, and 
educated. They are given plenty of 
room and time for play. Above all, 
they are made to feel they are "at 
home." 


"The best boarding home is not 


a wealthy one, but a middle class 
home," according to Miss Phillips. 


Non-adoptable children in their 


'teens often can be placed in a 
"work and wage" home, where they 
help to support themselves under 
the care of the society, which pre- 
vents exploitation. Some children 
are taken into "free" homes, very 
much like an adoptive home, ex- 
cept that the child does not legally 
become the child of his foster par- 
ents. During the last year the so- 
ciety has had 61 "free" and "work 
and wage" homes in the state.

The packaging of American cheese 


has proven extremely popular with 
consumers, according to a survey 
which has been made at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 


The news of the survey comes al 


a time when the promotion of Wis- 
consin cheese cales has reached a 
climax in the Christmas campaign 
sponsored by the Wisconsin State 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. The 
Appleton Jaces are cooperating ac- 
tively in the drive. 


In the study, 959 housewives were 


given their choice between a 7- 
ounce package of natural American 
cheese and a 9-ounce piece of bulk 
cheese. Preference for the packaged 
product was shown by 74 per cent of 
the women. The survey reveals that 
all income groups favor packaged 
cheese, despite the fact that it is 
more expensive. 


Housewives staled they favored
